The Dahlia is one of the showiest of our autumn 
flowers. Commencing to flower in August, they are a 
perfect blaze of bloom until stopped by frost in autumn.

CULTIVATION. While the Dahlia is one of the 


easiest of all flowers to cultivate, it by no means follows 
that itrequires noattention. In fact, no flower will give 
such a generous response to good cultivation as the 
Dahlia. Deep and thorough stitring of the soil during 
the early growth of the plant, is indispensable to suc- 
cess. With poor cultivation or neglect the flowers will 
rapidly degenerate - become semi-double and faded in 


SN] color. The Dahlia, with but few exceptions, should be 


given an open, sunny situation, for at least a portion of 


j} each day. It isa rank feeder and should be given rich 


soil, and kept free from grass and weeds. Cultivation 
should cease when the blooms appear. After this a 
liberal supply of water in dry weather will be all that 


they require. Plant the bulbs two or three feet apart — 


according to the size and habit of the plant. The bulbs 


, should be planted about four inches below the surface 


of the ground. Varieties growing above three feet in 
height should be tied to stakes to prevent falling. 

As soon as the frost has killed the foliage the roots 
should be carefully taken from the ground and the soil 
shaken from among them ; they may be stored away in 
a cool place, not too dry, but secure from frost.

Mushrooms. 


Mushrooms may be grown in cellars, under benches of green- 
houses or in sheds, wherever the temperature of 50 degrees can 
be kept up through the winter. The beds should be made from 
November to February, according to the time the mushrooms 
are wanted, and it requires about two months for them to begin 
bearing. Secure fresh stable manure, free from straw and litter, 
and mix in an equal bulk of loam from an old pasture with it. 
Keep this under cover, taking care to turn it every day to prevent 
heating, until the pile is large enough to make a bed of the 
required size. Three or four feet wide, eight inches deep, 
and any length desired, are the proper proportions for a bed; 
but these may be varied. Prepare the mixture of loam and 
manure, making the bed in layers, and pounding down each 
with the back of the spade. Leave this to heat through for a 
few days, and as soon as the heat subsides to 90 degrees, make 
holes in the bed about a foot apart each way, into which put 
pieces of the spawn two to three inches in diameter; fillup the 
holes with the compost, and at the expiration of a week or ten 
days the spawn will have thoroughly diffused itself through 
the bed. Spread a layer of fresh soil over the heap to the depth 
of two inches, and cover with three or four inches of hay, straw 
or litter. Examine the bed often to see that it does not get dry. 
Take special care, however, when water is given, that it be at 
a temperature of 80 degrees. ;

A light, loamy soil is the best for peas. The early varieties are the better to have plenty of manure, the 
later sorts will grow well with ordinary cultivation. All the round-seeded varieties are quite hardy, and will 
stand a great deal of cold, and should therefore be sown as early in spring as possible. The wrinkle-seeded 
sorts are liable to mildew if sown too early. The dwarf varieties may be sown in drills three feet apart, and 
covered four inches deep. Taller varieties will require more space, according to their height; thus, a four- 
foot sort requires four feet between the rows; a six-foot variety, six feet, andso on. It is a common practice 
to sow in double drills, six or eight inches apart, as by this method they can be bushed more economically ; 
and if the soil is raised for the dwarf sorts, they can be successfully grown without sticking. Plant for suc- 
cession up to the first of June. A crop from a good dwarf early sort may be had if sown in August. Pick as 
soon asripe. If allowed to ripen, the vines will cease bearing. One quart of seed will sow about eighty feet

This 
destroys grass, weeds and insects, adds fertility through the action of the 
wood ashes, and leaves the ground in good order. The seed is sown about 
February, and the plant bed protected by fine netting to keep off tobacco flies, 
which often destroy the plants. When the plants are large enough and the 
weather is settled warm (about June), set the plants out in highly-manured 
or fertilized soil in rows three and a half feet apart and three feet between the 
plants. From this time constant care must be given, cultivating, suckering, 
and examining for worms, etc. 1 oz. seed will sow a bed fifty square yards.
